In a clt> as voung as this, he said that 
visitors must remember that we have 
had to do In twenty years here what 
the New England towns have taken two 
hundred years to do.

lo be a necessity for, about one church 
'to every ten 
Inhabitants. 
When 
all 


these things are considered, one need not 
•wonder that the city has been a little 
slow In getting a free library. But we 
have a scheme now. he aald. and that Is 
to Induce some man w;ho has made his 
fortune here to Invest a hundred thous- 
and or so of It In n library, as a memo- 
rial to himself. 
If the man can't be 


found then_we, will start the cry of "no 
taxation without library representation"; 
but eventually, and that before very 
Ion?, we shall have a library In this city 
of which we shall be prpud. _ 


Dr. GregK was the next speaker, and 


said that he differed from Mr. Enrich 
ln_that he would adv'Jsc^all members of 
the association to go and look at~our 
present free library; because In some re- 
sppects It Is unique. 
It Is probably the 


only library In the country we-here books 
are (riven out to subscribers tied together 
with string to keep them from falling 
apart. 
Mr. Walter C. Frost followed and began 


by saying that whertast most p<«ple In 
the west-Jiad been raised, most of the 
people In this city had been reared—had 
beeen brought up carefully, and general- 
ly In places where books were accessible. 
There are here, therefore, the elements 
of a public sentiment that would make 
a library possible. If only co-operation 
can be secured. What wo want of these 
visitors this morning, he said. Is to tell 
us how to work our scheme how to Ret 
up a public sentiment that will Induce 
the gift of money to the library and also 
demand the maintenance of the ULrary 
at the public expense. 
After the local speakers were through, 


there bcttan, a sor^ of experience, meeting. 
In which visitors from various cities and 
States told of methods that had been 
found feasible. President Utley told of 
libraries In Muskegon and Kalamazoo 
which had been founded by public-spir- 
ited citizens, and are now maintained by 
taxation; and he exhorted those In charge 
of the movement here not to be too timid 
about levying taxes for library purpose*, 
because experTerice"has proved that ihe 
library tax Is a popular tax. 


Mr. Elmendorf of St, Joe spoke for 


Missouri, and said that the library ex- 
penditure was Just as necessary a one 


out of .the public funds as the expendi- 
ture for sewers or water. 
Miss Ewlngs of Hartford told of the 


experience In that city. 
There, the Mor- 


gan family started tho movement for a 
free library by offering to raise V-0.000 
If the city would raise $150,000 more It 
took some time to do It. and toward the 
end of the period, the public excitement 
ran high; the 
children In the public 


schools contributed their pennies, and 
every man paid according to his ability, 
nnd so the sum was secured, and every 
man. woman and child: almost In the city 
felt thereafter a proprletars interest In 
ihu library. " 
After that, especial care was taktn 


that the politicians might never he able 
to lay their sacrilegious touch upon the li- 
brary. It was offered to the city on con- 
dition'that It should be administered as 
a close corporation, the board electing 
their own successors 
The mayor 
Is 


allowed a seat among the trustees, but 
xieat care Is taken that the aldci.iien do 
not have anything to do with it. 
-the 


sum of 19,000 a year, however. Is accepted 
from the common countll, and there is 
no trouble In getting the appropriation. 


Mr. W. R. Eastman, Inspector of 11 


brarlco for the State of New fork, made 
one of the most helpful and prac 
soccches of the day. 
He was a 


suspicious, he said, of the scheme which 
hadtbeen spoken Of.

It Is better to 
RO ahead and do what >ou can for your
